Centro Campesino helped’ 


Mr, Henry get a bank loan 
through'a consortium of banks. 
The low interest loans are for 
first time buyers and if they 


can't get the entire loan 
through a bank, the Palm 
Beach County Housing and 
Community Development steps 
in to help with the final fund- 
ing. Centro Campesino has 
been able to help 20 to 25 fami- 
lies get into homes this year. 

“Since wa opened three years 
ago, we put over 60 families 
into homes," saki Mr. Anderson . 

“Tes a rewarditig job, Baya Mr. 
could do more. He sees families 
living in substandard housing 
and mobile'homes in South 
Bay and Belle Glade. He 
spends most of his time help- 
ing families who live in sub- 
standard mobile homes. 

“We have 40 people in Palm 
Beach County on a waiting 
list,” he said. “We're inundated 
with requests for help.” 

One of the problems faced by 
Centro Campesino in the 
Glades is a severe lack of qual- 
ified carpénters to do the work. 
“For the rehab portion we hire 
sub-contractors,” said Mr.

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Men of the Thunderstorm Project studied the storms.

At the time, it was the worst 
accident in the history of 
‘American commercial aviation. 
In August of 1940, a DC-3 
crashed in a thunderstorm 
«near Lovettesville, Virginia. 
Twenty-four people were killed 
including a U.S. Senator from 
Minnesòta.“ 

‘This was not the first airlin- 
er to go down in a thunder- 
storm but Congress was deter- 
mined to make sure that it was 
the last. Within a few months, 
Congress ordered the Weather 
Bureau to study thunder- 
storms. The result was some- 
thing called The Thunderstorm 
Project. ` 

Fifty years ago this summer, 
dozens of researchers and sci- 
entists equipped with radars, 
airplanes, weather balloons 
and a variety of weather 
instruments came to central 
Florida to analyze thunder- 
storms. 

The observations and theo- 
ries developed during The 
Thunderstorm Project remain 
the cornerstone for under- 
standing thunderstorms. To 
put it another way, we learned 
more about storms in one sum- 
mer than we had in decades, 

The Weather Bureau chose 
University of Chicago meteo- 
rologist Horace Byers to head 
the project. Byers had a budget 
of $185,000 and seemed teter- 
mined to spend every penny. 

“We will make measure- 

‘ments in thunderstorms by 
means of aircraft, balloons, 
and radar, all tied together to a 
micronetwork of surface sta-

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tions,” he said in 1946, “We 
will stady and probe the thun- 
derstorm in much the same 
way that a zoologist studies a

In fact, when a thunderstorm 
developed over Florida, it was 
literally attacked by the men of 
The Thunderstorm Project. 
Fiye airplanes, separated by 
5,000 feet, would make a 
simultaneous penetration of 
the storm. The planès would 
analyze the storm from top to 
bottom. 

At thé same time, the surface 
network of self-recording sta 
tions would keep track of the 
temperatdre, the winds and 
the air pressure. And, radars 
and weather balloons would
